Statistics compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics on the automo¬ 
bile industry in Canada for 1922 show 
that the amount of capital invested in 
the industry was $40,000,269; wages 
amounted to $13,331,084; and fuel con¬ 
sumed was valued at $703,736. A 
total of 101,007 autos were manufac¬ 
tured in the year, 63 per cent more 
than In 1921, and 7 per cent, above 
the maximum of any previous year.

THE C ELEB RATION 

\ ulcun Adds Another to Many 
Successes 


A branch of the provincial govern¬ 
ment egg and poultry marketing 
service has been opened at ILethbridge. 

Alberta motorists burned up ap¬ 
proximately one million gallons of 
gasoline during the month of May, 
this year, according to returns filed 
with the provincial secretary’s office. 
At least this is the quantity upon 
which the government tax of two 
cents a gallon will be collected from 
gasoline dealers. The provincial 
treasury is therefore enriched to the 
extent of $20,000 for the month. 


All roads certainly lead to Vulcan 
on Monday, July 2nd, when the usual 
Dominion Day Celebration was held, 
and although some of the roads were 
very muddy ones, owing to the previ¬ 
ous day’s storm, about four thousand 
people managed to reach the grounds 
and take part in the fun. 

The track and baseball diamond 
were wet in places, but with a liberal 
application of ashes these were fixed 
up and the programme carried out 
without a hitch. The attendance was 
not quite so good as last yea*r owing 
to the bad state of the roads and ce¬ 
lebrations being held at Barons, 
Claresholm and Blackie, the one at 
the last named place taking quite a 
number of people residing north and 
west of Vulcan, as the Red Cross, En¬ 
sign and Brant baseball teams were 
all (aking part in the celebration 
there. However, in spite of all oppo¬ 
sition and- drawbacks over twelve- 
hundred adults paid for admission and 
the celebration will clear Itself finan¬ 
cially, whereas on Sunday evening a 
big deficit was apparently starring the 
committee in the face. One special 
feature to be noted in connection with 
the celebration is that all the $436.00 
offered for prize money was claimed, 
every event on the programme'filling. 

The Vulcan Citizens’ Band, aug¬ 
mented by several pieces from Cham¬ 
pion, and under the leadership of Mr. 
L. Hurlbut in the absence of Band¬ 
master Ober, assembled in the Opera 
House at 12:30 and from there march¬ 
ed to the grounds where the proceed¬ 
ings were opened with a musical se¬ 
lection. A lengthy programme made 
up of foot races for the girls, boys and 
men, three-legged racp, .high jump, 
sack race, bicycle race, boot and shoe 
races, four-horse races, display by 
Cadet Corps, exhibition basketball 
game by the ladies of the Vulcan Bas¬ 
ketball Club, and two league baseball 
games, Claresholm vs. Nanton and 
Stavely vs. Vulcan, occupied the large 
crowd of spectators until eight o’clock 
in the evening. Mayor Butchart was 
indefatigable in his efforts to carry 
the day to success, and, assisted by 
Mr. Earl Clark in assembling the com¬ 
petitors, acted as starter for the foot 
races. The familiar figure of Mr- 
George Ecker with his megaphone 
acting as announcer, Mr. George Todd 
in charge of the horse races, and the 
Town Councillors and other members 
of the committee judging the various 
events, all helped to make things run 
smoothly. The judges performed 
their duties to the satisfaction of all, 
though in* the boot and shoe races for 
boys and girls the type of fastening 
of the footwear of the competitors 
should be taken into consideration if 
this race is put on again. 

The feature of the horse racing was 
the success of Mr. Moran’s “Chinook”, 
this well-krfOwn fifteen-year-old mare 
carrying off two firsts. 

The programme had to be rearrang¬ 
ed owing to the late arrival of the 
Claresholm team who were held up 
through a broken axle. All the items 
except the relay race were carried out 
before the ball games which therefore 
followed each other and so were a 
great strain on Mr. F. Kiever, who 
umpired both games. The play in 
these games, which are reported else¬ 
where, was of a very high order, par¬ 
ticularly in the Stavely-Vulcan game. 

Special mention should be made of 
the musical part of the programme as 
well as the display given by the Cadet 
Corps under Ian Macdonald, who 
worked under difficulties through not 
being able to get his proper troSp to¬ 
gether. 

Refreshment booths under the su¬ 
perintendence of the ladies of the 
Women’s Auxiliary of St. Aldhelm’s 
church, the Roman Catholic church, 
and the Vulcan Women’s' Institute, 
furbished ice cream, soft drinks, sand¬ 
wiches, etc., to the hungry and thirsty 
l^j'owd. It should be noted that the 
profits of the Women’s Institute booth 
are to be devoted to the purchase of 
equipment for the children's play¬ 
ground, while in the other cases the 
profits will be applied on church work. 

At the end of the proceedings on 
the ground many left for their homes, 
but the dance held in the Oddfellow’s 
Hall and the pictures at the Opera 
House were well attended, and parti¬ 
cularly with regard to the dance many 
made a night as well as a day of it. 
Heavy storm clouds gathered between 
nine and ten o’clock but the rain held 
off and thus the day proved a ‘dry* 
one in every sense of the term. 

The crowd although not the largest 
was 'the most orderly as far as Domi¬ 
nion Day celebration in Vulcan are 
concerned, and the members of the 
Town Council and others associated 
with them are to be congratulated In 
adding another to the long list of 
successes in this direction.

THE COMMISSION 

Recognition Given to Vulcan as 
Grain Centre 


The importance of Vulcan as a grain 
growing centre was emphasized on 
Wednesday when the Royal Grain 
Enquiry Commission held a sittings 
at this point. The members of the 
commission, headed by Mr. Justice 
T.urgeon together with the secretary, 
counsel for the Dominion and the 
province, representatives of Winnipeg 
grain interests and Winnipeg, Cal¬ 
gary and Lethbridge newspapers, 
made quite an opposing array when 
they arrived on Wednesday's train 
and reminded the Vulcan people of 
the days when as large a crowd of 
commercials got off the train from 
Calgary every morning. 

Mr. Justice Turgeon, chairman of 
the commission, opened the proceed¬ 
ings in the I.O.O.F. Hall by explain¬ 
ing that the commission had been ap¬ 
pointed to enquire into the handling 
and marketing of grain, and after 
reading out the lines on which the en¬ 
quiry was expected to run, called for 
those who wished to give evidence. 

Mr. O. L. MacPherson first took the 
stand and in answer to questions stat¬ 
ed that he farmed a large acreage in 
the district and was Speaker'of the 
Alberta Legislative Assembly,. Mr. 
MacPherson expressed himself as be 
ing strongly in favor of the Pacific 
route for grain, being developed un¬ 
der proper control, and for the erec¬ 
tion of an elevator at I^ethbridge in 
connection with this trade. Mr. Mac¬ 
Pherson, who was on the stand over 
an hour, was closely questioned by 
Mr. Fisher, counsel for the Dominion, 
Mr. Van Allen, counsel for the prov¬ 
ince and the members of the commis¬ 
sion. He stated that the farmers In 
his district would be satisfied if they 
got what was in the wheat, but they 
would not be while so large a part of 
the price was going to those between 
the producer and the consumer. This 
applied only so far as the marketing 
was concerned of course.

Chiropractors in the- province are 
somewhat concerned over, certain pro¬ 
visions in the new act to regulate the 
professioii, which comes into effect 
July 1st. This act was designed to 
provide for the licensing of chiroprac¬ 
tors who pesaess certain qualifications 
and have resided in the province for 
twelve months, without examination 
by the board of five members which is 
to be appointed to direct the new act 
under supervision of the minister of 
health. 

It appears, however, that in its re¬ 
quirements that resident chiropractors 
«iust have spent ait least two terms of 
six months each in a recognized chi¬ 
ropractic school, the new act does not 
provide for these practitioners who 
claim they have not taken courses in 
this manner, but have spent the equi¬ 
valent of twelve months in one 
straight. term at college.

LABOR vs. FARM PRODUCTS 


Among the employers, notes the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, there is a dis¬ 
position to place the responsibility for 
Ihe present building situation in New 
York upon labor, “which is receiving 
the highest wages in history.” -So 
high are the wages of building arti- 
zans, in fact, that a Virginia farmer 
has translated the cost of construc¬ 
tion, at present wages, into food at 
the price the farmer gets. - And these 
figures are “startling” to the New 
York Herald. According to The 
Herald’s correspondent: 

“It takes 63 % dozen, or 762, eggs 
to pay a plasterer for one day of 
eight hours work. 

“It takes 17Vi bushels of corn, or a 
year’s receipts from half an acre, to 
pay a bricklayer one day. 

“It takes twenty-three chickens 
weighing three pounds each to pay a 
painter for one day’s work in New 
York. ' —- 

“It takes forty-two pounds of but¬ 
ter, or the day’s output from fourteen 
cows, to pay a plumber $14 a day. . 

“It takes a hog weighing 175 
pounds, representing eight months 
feeding and care, to pay a carpenter 
for one day’s work.”

paying $871,000,000 annual debt 
charges more than before the war; 
Great Britain, $1,302,000,000 more; 
France, $1,678,000,000 more, and Italy 
$474,000,000 more. In all, these and 
other Allied Powers are saddled with 
annual payments of some $6,000,000,- 
000 more than they paid before the 
field-gray columns crossed the Belgian 
frontier. At the end of the war, the 
same authority reminds us, “the 
foreign debt of Germany was practi¬ 
cally nil”; and her domestic debt is 
payable in enormously depreciated 
paper marks. The yearly payment of¬ 
fered is about half the sum spent an¬ 
nually by Germany on her railroads 
before the war. It is "not enough,” 
declares the New York Evening Post, 
which reminds us that the sum “is 
less Rian one-third the amount of the 
Gerotau pre-war budget, and other na¬ 
tions are today carrying anywhere 
from three to six times their pre-war 
burden of taxation.” Three hundred 
million gold dollars, remarks tHe 
Cleveland News, “is less than the cost 
of a big Army and Navy”—which 
Germany isn’t allowed to have. An¬ 
other paper estimates that Germany’s 
latest offer is only equivalent to an 
annual payment of 4 per cent, on the 
30,000,000,000 gold marks which was 
the total Ofi-^ter previous offer.

TO BUILD MORE ELEVATORS 


.Optimistic of the future of the west 
and crop conditions for the year of 
1923, elevator companies of the three 
prairie provinces are constructing 200 
or more country elevators this spring 
and summer. This will entail an ex¬ 
penditure of nearly two and a quarter 
million dollars, with a million dollars 
being spent for lumber alone.

nised the value of legitimate trading 
for hedging, It facilitates the handling 
of grain, but he objected to trading 
la many times the actual volume of 
grain handled. 

To Mr. Flaher, dealing with the 
mixing of gredee, witness said that 
hie chief objection to mixing was 
that Canadian wheat vu deteriorated 
with U. 8. soti wheat, and that prices 
received In the Old Country showed 
that the deteriorated wheat wae not 
worth euoh a premium over soft 
wheat of other countries as Its qual¬ 
ity would warrant That was where 
mixing hit the Canadian fanner. He 
thought that all the mixing wasn’t 
done In U. 9 ports of shipment A 
lot of U. 8. wheat went through the 
port of Montreal, and there might be 
mixing there. 

"What," asked Mr. Fisher, "do 
farmers, to your knowledge, believe 
to be wrong with the present sys¬ 
tem?” , 

Too Many 8lloes of Profit 

“They believe there are too many 
slices of profit taken off between the 
grower and the producer. I have 
thought, too much of our wheat goes 
to market through too small a funnel. 
Our Oanadlan wheat does not secure 
Its worth more than soft wheat of 
other countries. 1 have to be shown 
that the Cainadlan grower gets more 
for hie hard wheat than the U. 8. 
grower gets for his soft wheat.” 

He thought there were reasons for 
discontent among the farmers, and 
the things he had mentioned were 
factors In It. ‘‘Farmers believe "there 
Is a grain ring, used to manipulate 
prices and grades to fleece them out 
of the retutne for their labors, and a 
system that would eliminate some of 
the present recognised evils would 
make the farmers more contented.” 

A Wheat Pool 

A wheat pool, he thought, might 
prove the point of the suspicion. A 
compulsory pool would get the same 
reeult. The farmer’s chief Interest 
Is to proteot himself. The producer 
would be satisfied If he got what the 
world paid, the true market prloe. T 
rreignt Hates 

With regard to grain routes and 
freight rates. Speaker McPherson said 
the farmers of Alberta wanted - an¬ 
other outlet than Fort William, and 
the east Equalization of freight rate,s 
east and west would stimulate west¬ 
ern shipping of wheat, though he 
thought there were handling charges 
west last year that were not Justified. 
Provision of facilities to handle the 
flow to the west would overcome thlB. 

'Witness admitted to Commissioner 
Scott that, if It were true, as the com* 
misrioner maintained, that applica¬ 
tion of the Crow’s Nest rates east 
from Fort William to Quebec wars In 
force for the all-rail haul the rata per 
bushel east from the head of the lakes 
would be 11 cents per buahel lnatead 
of 21 cents at present.

A choice: tender cut 


VULCAN, July 4. — “Farmers of 
Southern Alberta are Imbued with a 
suspicion that, In the matter of the' 
grain trade, they are everybody's dog, 
to be kicked from pillar to post, and 
that from the sale of the products of 
their farms they get the under dog’s 
share. ^ 

That much was made plenty clear 
Wednesday afternoon at the sitting 
of the Royal Grain Inquiry Commis¬ 
sion here, the first point in Southern 
Alberta south of Calgary to be visit¬ 
ed. 

Profits for All But Farmer 

"Everybody takes a slice out of the 
farmer’s wheat. Everybody else's 
charges are fixed so that they all 
-make a profit on the transaction whe¬ 
ther or not farmers are selling the 
'grain at a loss. The farmer is as¬ 
sured no profit. He take.s what is 
left.” That was the statement of one 
witness, and it was the burden of the 
song throughout the- afternoon. 

Elevator for Lethbridge,. 

Incidentally, in reply to ques¬ 
tioning, a number of witnesie* 
spoke in favor of an interior stor¬ 
age elevgtor at Lethbridge, stat¬ 
ing that principally it would be 
beneficial In regulating the flow 
of grain to market, and that clean¬ 
ing and hospital facilities provid¬ 
ed would be valuable. 

Mr. Justice Turgeon, chairman of 
the commission, nresided. Tha othe 

three cqjnmtesioners. Dean Rather 
ford, Saskatoon; Prof. D. A. McGib- 
bon, Edmonton, and J. G. Scott, of 
Quebec, were present.

Speaker McPherson • 

Speaker McPherson was the first 
and principal witness of the after¬ 
noon.

•control of marketing kept in such a 
manner that Canadian grain going 
to Europe will reach there without 
mixing.

Would Help in Handling 
“I would say that jt .would facili¬ 
tate handling, while It would provide 
screenings for livestock feeding^ on 
our farms.” 

ABked if the cost of loading there 
would be too great, he didn’t think 
so. This would be offset by other ad¬ 
vantages such as Insuring a steady 
flow of grain and taking care of con¬ 
gestion. 

Asked about bonding of grain deal-, 
ers, witness thought they should be 
fully bonded so as to protect grain 
dealers. He favored a provincial bond¬ 
ing arrangement, but Judge Turgeop 
pointed out that this was'a matter of 
law, the Canada Grain Act being a 
federal measure. 

A very considerable discussion en¬ 
sued on the subject of overages and 
shortages, the witness giving it as 
his opinion that farmers had to lose 
on overages, - and therefore there 
should be some arrangement for the 
return to the farmers of the overages. 
This would take away from the buy¬ 
ers the Incentive to build up over 
ages. He thought it could be return¬ 
ed f.o producers on a percentage basis. 
As to the suggestion of a fixed shrink¬ 
age of Vt per cent., he would favor 
It If It would overcome the ovyege 
evil, though there would still remain 
an Incentive to buyers to take aft 
overage. Judge Turgeon pointed ollt

Throughout the entire province the 
condition of the growing crop fcon- 
tinues to be uniformly good. There 
has been, since last report, a further 
generous supply of moisture in prac¬ 
tically every section, some districts 
experiencing very heavy rainfalls. 
The precipitation for the month of 
June to date in various sections of 
the province, has totalled all the way 
from two to eight inches. During the 
past fortnight, cool weather has ac¬ 
companied the rains, but the growth 
of the grain crops has been satisfac¬ 
tory. From thirty to fifty per cent, 
of the wheat is in the shot blade, with 
a stand of from 18 inches to two feet. 
Oats have attained a height of from 
14 to 18 Inches in some sections. 

The hay crop will be rather light. 
Harvesting of alfalfa has begun in the 
South. The rye prop is approaching 
the harvesting stage, but will be light. 
Summerfallowing is proceeding under 
very satisfactory conditions, ajyl in 
some districts there is a big increase 
over last year. Grasshoppers and cut¬ 
worms are causing dam&gd in some of 
the eastern and southern districts, and 
also in the Grande Prairie district. 
While the general damage from these 
pests is slight, they are reported to be 
bad in some sections on scattered 
farms. Slihgt damage from hail is 
reported from two or three districts, 
chiefly in the South. 

It is too early as yet to issue any 
final official estimate of the acreage 
in crop, since the census of farmers 
taken yearly by the provincial and 
dominion departments of agriculture 
is not yet complete. Preliminary re¬ 
ports indicate that the acreage in 
wheat will be slightly increased- over 
that of last year, taking the province 
as a whole. The preliminary report 
of the census bureau, of the dominion 
department places the wheat acreage 
in Alberta at 5,879,800 acres, an in¬ 
crease over last year’s acreage of one 
.and a half per cent. There has been 
a considerable increase in acreage of 
fodder crops, chiefly in the south.

Considerable success accompanied 
the first season’s work of the new 
provincial government seed cleaning 
plant, and the marketing of register¬ 
ed seed grain. Last fall it was de¬ 
cided to establish this plant for the 
purpose of assisting the producer of 
registered seed to dispose of the seed 
for seed purposes rather than to send 
it through the ordinary commercial 
channels. 

In purchasing the machinery the 
greatest caution was exercised to get 
only the best. From the Huntley 
manufacturing Co., of Tilsonburg, 
Ontario, was purchased a Monitor. 
Scalperwith a full complement of 
screens and having a capacity of 460 
bushels of grain per hour when run at 
maximum speed. An indent wheat 
grader and a rotary oat grader were 
purchased from the ' Vicker’s Boby 
Rotary Company, England. These 
machines have a maximum capacity 
of one hundred bushels per hour. 

On account of its being the first 
year of operation, the unavoidable de¬ 
lays in getting the machinery from 
England, and the rather uncertain 
market, the executive of the Alberta 
Seed Growers’ Association, in confer¬ 
ence' with the officials of the depart¬ 
ment, decided^that the amount of 
grain taken in should be limited, and 
insisted on the quality being of the 
highest class. A total of 16,617 
bushels of grain was admitted to the 
plant, made up as follows: Marquis 
wheat, 6,022 bushels, 19 lbs.; Ruby 
wheat, 2,184 -bushels, 23 lbs.; Kit¬ 
chener Wheat, 776 bushels; Victory 
oats, 3,972 bushels, 12 lbs.; barley, 35 
bushels, 89 lbs.; Banner oats, 3,627 
bushels, 23 lbs. A great deal of this 
grain graded out very heavily from 
10% to 33%. It would therefore ap¬ 
pear to be advisab’e for each farmer 
to fan his grain before sending it to 
the plant, thereby eliminating freight 
charges on screenings. 

With reference to freight on seed 
shipped to the plant the railroads is¬ 
sued a special tariff which reduced the 
freight to about 57% of the regular 
freight charges. This came Into effect 
December 4th, 1920. 

The demand for this high-class 
seed became very great as soon as the 
public learned of the quality and the 
very reasonable price asked for it. 
Grain was shipped to South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Colorado, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Minnesota, 
Iowa, British Columbia, Idaho, Michi¬ 
gan, Montana, Nebraska; and the 
department of colonization and immi¬ 
gration, Ottawa, (to be used for ex¬ 
hibition purposes in the United States, 
Great Britain and Europe). In addi¬ 
tion 312 farmers in Alberta purchased 
seed. • i 

Early in the spring the supply of 
seed at the plant was completely ex¬ 
hausted, consequently any later orders 
received were tumpd over to farmers 
who had on their farms registered 
seed for sale. Approximately 9,000 
bushels were disposed of in this way, 
meaning that the service was respon¬ 
sible during its initial year of mar¬ 
keting at least 26,000 bushels. 

The prices realized varied according 
to the generation of the seed and to 
some extent to the quality. For first 
generation oats $1.50 was obtained; 
for 2nd generation $1.10 to $1.25; for 
3rd generation $1.00 and for extra 
No. 1 90 cents. For first generation 
wheat $1.50 to $1.70; for 2nd genera¬ 
tion $1.50; for 3rd generation $1.40; 
for 4th generation $1.25 and for extra 
No. 1 $1.16. A small quantity of oats 
of especially high quality brought 
$3.00 per bushel and wheat $3.50 per 
bushel for immigration purposes, thU 
grain being purchased by the DOaq^ ! 
nlon government.
